“ Pm taking my first vacation,” said 
Willie Sell, who was ri*cently i)ardon- 
doned b y Covernor Hocb after having 
served twenty years in tlie state pen­ 
itentiary for the m urd er of the Sell 
family on a farm near Erie, Neosho 
county, as he sat in the office of his 
friend and counsellor, Fred C. Slater, 
this morning, says S a turd a y’s Topeka 
Journal. 
“ I am returning from K ansas City, 
w here I took the pharm aceutical ex­ 
am iiia lion and failed to m ake the re­ 
quired grade to pass. 
”1 was not greatly surprised or dis­ 
appointed, for though I had consider­ 
ab le experience in compounding pres­ 
criptions and work of tha t kind, 1 
knew nothing of the 
mode of 
con­ 
ducting exam inations of this kind or 
of the technical knowledge necessary 
to secure a druggist’s certificate. 
I 
will take 
a n other 
exam ination 
in 
al)ont six months, and think tliat with 
the things I learned this time 1 will 
have no troub le in m a k in g the re­ 
quired grades. 
“I could 
not 
think 
of 
passing 
through Topeka without stopping off 
and seeing Governor Hoch and 
Mr. 
Slater, who have 
b een 
m y 
friends 
w ithout hope of rem uneration or re- 
w’ard. Mr. Slater has 
given of his 
tim e and ab ility, and has b een one 
friend wdio has done m ore for me 
than anyone else, and I w ant to pub ­ 
licly express m.v lasting gratitude to 
him.

“You sing some now ?” w^as sug­ 
gested. 
“Oh, yes, a little, b ut I have not 
done m uch singing of late, and I ex­ 
pect tha t I am pretty b adly out

Sell is a pleasant appearing young 
m a n whose age m ight easily b e guess­ 
ed a t 25, though he adm its he is 37. 
H e is well dressed and neat appear­ 
ing and willingly discusses 
all the 
different phases of the 
crim e t i n t 
caused him to spend twenty years of 
his life in a felon’s cell and of which 
he claims he 
is 
entirely innocent. 
T here are no crow’s feet ab out his 
eyes or gray hairs on his head to in­ 
dicate the troub les which have

his and apparently he b ears no ani­ 
mosity towards those w^he were res- 
poiisib le for his imprisonment.

“T here is no doub t in my mind tha t 
considerab le m ore money was ow'ned 
b y m y father than has 
ever

accounted for, hut the fact that $275 
was found in his pocket was one of

The town of C ister. named after 
a United States general in Ckdorado, 
came into ex istence in a single day . 
It consists of 
some 
500 
wooden 
houses, all of which were constructed 
bcrwecn sunrise and sunset. 
Mate­ 
rial wa.s ship p ed in from factories 
in the state, whole sections of wooden 
walls, beams, joists and roofs 
in two 
p ieces having been made from care­ 
fully p rep ared p lans and ex act sp eci­ 
fications. 
Each p iece of each building w*as 
numbered and laid in order neu:* the 
site it w'as to occup y , so that it could 
be thh more readily handled. ^ As in 
the building of King Solomon s tem­ 
p le. all the p ieces were made to fit 
each other, the work of construction 
being, therefore, onlj* a matter of fit­ 
ting the p ieces together and driving 
a few^ sp ikes. 
The site had all been 
cleared and leveled in advance, and 
2,000 men in addition to the settlers, 
w'ere engaged in the building of the 
town. 
The largest of the houses was 
a boarding house, which was two sto­ 
ries high, and shop s were erected for 
butchers and 
other *trades-
